Commissioners hear arboretum proposal

Topics of discussion in Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission ranged from trees to storage 
buildings. 

Richard Petcher, an associate 
county agent with the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service, presented 
a proposal, to the commissioners, to 
establish an arboretum. 

The arboretum would contain the 
65 different kinds of trees found in 
Alabama. 

In his proposal, Petcher suggested 
that the trees be planted along the 
paved road that passes by the county 
Jail and leads to the county engi- 
neer’s office. 

The arboretum would be estab- 
lished by the Coffee County 4-H Fo- 
restry Club, sponsored by the Cof- 
fee County Extension Service, with 
help from Auburn University, Cof- 
fee County Forestry Commission, 
county engineer’s office, local forest 
industries, and the Coffee County 
Commission. 

According to Petcher, this facility 
would have the largest number of 
species of trees. 

“In just one afternoon, an individ- 
ual would be able to walk through 
and see all 65 different kinds of trees 
found in Alabama,” said Petcher, “I 
know of no other place in the state 
where this can be done.” 

Petcher told commissioners that 
Auburn University Specialists Dr. 
David Williams and Dr. Ken Tilt 
would help in the planning, land-

scape design, establishment, care 
and resource information for the ar- 
boretum. 

Forestry teams from the 4-H 
clubs in the county will provide and 
plant the trees, while Auburn Uni- 
versity specialists will provide spe- 
cies not readily available. 

Petcher said, “The great out-of- 
doors is our greatest teacher. 

“Our youth, as well as adults, are 
looking for things that are real and 
true, and will not change. A South- 
ern Red Oak will always be a South- 
ern Red Oak, no matter where you 
go, or how old you are,” 

Although commissioners were 
very receptive to Petcher’s proposal, 
they elected to give the matter fur- 
ther study before taking any action. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk suggest- 
ed that the commission look at the 
proposed location and be sure that 
the arboretum would not hinder any 
future construction on the site. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that possibly a layout of 
the trees using stakes might aid the 
commissioners in studying the pro- 
posal. 

Faulk stated that should this loca- 
tion not be suitable, the county has 
other land that might work just as 
well or better for the facility, 

In an unrelated matter, a short dis- 
cussion concerning the Coffee 


County Farmers’ Market took place 
when Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
asked Petcher about the progress be- 
ing made in opening the market. 
Petcher handed out a set of rules 
and regulations for the market to the

commissioners, 

They consisted of the following: 

1) Each seller must have a grow- 
er’s permit, which can be obtained 
from the county agent’s office at no 
charge. 

2) The farmer’s market will be 
for homegrown produce and home- 
made crafts. 

3) There is no charge for the mar- 
ket space; however, each seller will 
be responsible for cleaning up his or 
her space at the close of each day. 

4) The market will open as soon 
as there is produce available. It will 
be open on Tuesday and Friday 
momings Starting as early as an indi- 
vidual wishes to set up and stay as 
late as they like. 

5) Sellers will be required to 
check in at the County Extension Of- 
fice to set up for the first time. 

The commissioners unanimously 
approved the opening of the market 
after reviewing the guidelines.

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day and took action which puts them 
a step closer to selling the old school 
property. 

They also approved spending 
$12,500 to get a revised zoning or- 
dinance and updated land use plan. 

On the down side, the council 
went into executive session at the re- 
quest of City Clerk Henry Clark to 
discuss the recreation director.

The settlement also included word- 
ing limiting the officials rights to in- 
terfere with the operation of the rec- 
reation department, 

All members were present at the 
meeting, except council member Bill 
Brunson, who was reportedly sick. 

Police Chief Max Hooks, freshly 
back from summer camp, reported 
the department received 34 com- 
plaints since the last reporting pe- 
riod. They issued 19 traffic citations, 
including two for DUI. 

During the same period there 
were 23 criminal arrest. The de- 
partment investigated four auto- 
mobile accidents with four injuries. 


Two vehicle crash kills Florida man

A two vehicle crash in New 
Brockton, AL Monday afternoon 
took the life of a Florida man. 

According to Lt. Jerry Gilbert, 
with the New Brockton Police De- 
partment, a call was received at the 
station that a wreck had occurred on 
U.S. Highway 84 in front of the Pro- 
pane Gas & Appliance Company, 

he call came in at 2:45 p.m, The 
crash occurred only moments before. 

Police and rescue units were dis- 
patched to the scene immediately. 
Lt. Gilbert and Fire Chief James 
Brown were the first emergency per- 
sonnel to arrive on the scene. 

“It was a mess and I knew right 
away thal we were going to need 
some help - a lot of help!” said Gil- 
bert. 

Reportedly, a propane gas deliv- 
ery wuck, headed east, was wailing 
to turn into the gas company’s facili- 
ty when it was struck in the rear by a 
glass delivery truck loaded with 
panes of glass also headed east. 


The driver of the gas truck, Bill 
Tindol, age 58, of 105 W. Durham 
Street, New Brockton, is an employ- 
ee with Propane Gas & Appliance 
Co, He was not injured in the crash, 

Driving the glass delivery tuck, 
belonging to Dixie Glass of Ft. Wal- 
ton Beach, FL, was Richard Neil 
Murphy, age 40, of Niceville, FL, 

It took rescue personnel 30 min- 
ules using the Jaws of Life to free 
Murphy from the wreck and get him 
“packaged” for transport to the hos- 
pital, 

Due to the serious nature of his 
injuries, a M.A.S.T. helicopter had 
been called to airlift the victim to a 
Dothan hospital, 

The Flat Lron Medevac helicopter 
was standing by at the Farm Center 
approximately a mile from the scene 
of the wreck. Murphy was transport- 
ed by ambulance to the waiting air- 
craft. 

According to reports, Murphy 
was D.O.A, (dead on arrival) at 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan. Wit- 
nesses at the scene were amazed that 
Murphy was not killed on impact be- 


cause of the damage done to the ve-

Wiregrass Leadership Institute 
1995's fifth session, “The Corporate 
Citizen”, was held Thursday at En 
terprise State Junior College. After

It tolerates low to medium 
light levels and is fairly pest-free. 
Peace lily has good leaf color and 
can tolerate drying out. When this 
plant wilts, you can water it and it 
will perk back up. 

Wallisii is a type of spathiphyl- 
lum that is more compact than the 
peace lily, It can grow to 12 to 15 
inches tall in a pot and blooms well. 
The blooms consist of a spathe, the 
showy white part, and a spadix, the 
spike inside the bloom. It will 
bloom in spring and early summer. 

Sensation has big leaves and bi 
flowers. The leaves can grow to 
feet long with spathes 4 inches wide 
and 8 inches long. You will need a 
bigger pot for this plant and also 
more light (but not direct sun) than 
Wallisii. 

Anthurium, sometimes called 
Flamingo Flower, has red or pink 
spathes but is not as forgiving as a 
peace lily when it comes to drying 
out. You can't let this plant dry out 
and expect it to perk up with water. 

Lady Jane has spathes that are 1 
to 3 inches long. The plant can grow 
to be 2 to 3 feet tall. It requires me- 
dium light levels such as a well- 
lighted room with a sunny window 
but not near the sunny window. The 
spathes are pink and the spadix is 
white. This plant is not drought tol- 

erant and needs moisture. Also, this 
plant isn’t pest-free as the peace lily 
and can get spider mites.

abide by pipe policy

During the last meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission, there 
was some question as to what the 
county’s policy was concerning pipe 
for private driveways. 

Several members of the commis- 
sion thought they had established 
guidelines for this some time ago. 
Indeed they had! 

On August 28, 1989, the follow- 
ing “Pipe Policy” was established 
and approved by the commission:

All corru- 
gated metal pipes must be new. 
Used reinforced concrete pipes 
may be used subject to the county 
engineer’s approval. Plastic pipe 
is not allowable. 

‘EDU The citizen re- 
questing a driveway pipe must 
contact the county engincer’s of- 
fice at 894-6112. Someone from 
the engineer's office will then go 
out and size the fire. The citizen 
will be contacted as to what size 
pipe he needs. The citizen then 
has a choice of whether to obtain 
the pipe themselves or have the 
county furnish the pipe at a pre- 
scribed rate. If the citizen obtains 
his own pipe, it will be installed 
by the county within two (2) 
weeks from the date the citizen 
notifies the county that the pipe 
has been delivered. If the county 
supplies the pipe, it will be in- 
stalled within two (2) weeks of the 
county receiving payment for the 


ipe. 
NGTHS; The pipe shall 

be a minimum of 20 feet and a 
maximum of 100 feet in length. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that his depart- 
ment had had several requests for 
driveway pipe in recent months and 
there seemed to be some confusion 
as to what the county’s policy was 
on pipe installation. 

The above policy is very clear 
and should eliminate any prior con- 
fusion concerning driveway pipe.

Army Secretary to review ATTC move

fressman Terry Everett received a 
picdge from Army Secretary Togo 

est to personally review the mili- 
tary’s proposal to relocate the 
Army’s Technical Test Center 
(ATTC) from Ft. Rucker to Yuma 
Proving Grounds, Arizona, 

Everett, a member of the House 
Committee on National Security, ex- 
pressed his concem to West during 
the committee hearing that the Army 
has already made up its mind to 
move ATTC from Ft. Rucker to 
Yuma. 

“T have long believed that many 
decision makers in the Army have a 
pre-determined outcome in mind, 
and that outcome was Yuma,” Ever- 
ett told West. 

“Tt has to be pre-determined, be- 
cause there are too many tangible 
and intangible benefits for keeping 
this operation with the Amny’s avia- 
tion center at Ft. Rucker.” 

Congressman Everett received as- 
surances from Army Secretary Togo 
West during the hearing exchange 
that he would make the decision on

As the1994-95 school year comes 
to a Close, the Coffee County Board 
of Education held its monthly meet- 
ing Monday night, May 8th. 

According to Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant the meeting was a 
“pleasant one” and dealt mostly with 
routine matters, 

Several students from the county 
schools’ FBLA (Future Business 
Leaders of America) Clubs were rec- 
ognized as state winners in the or- 
ganization’s annual competition. 

The students and their sponsors 
requested the board’s assistance (fi- 
nancial) in attending and entering 
the national conference and compeu- 
tion. Board members approved their 
request. 

The board adopted resolutions 
honoring several faculty members 
who will be retiring at the end of this 
school term, 

Other matters of business ad- 
dressed by the board consisted of the 
following: 

***Gave approval for summer 
school to be held at the Area Voca- 
tional Center located on the New 
Brockton campus. 

***School officials were given 
the go-ahead in working with the 
Coffee County Emergency Manage-

“Secretary West told me that due 
to the high level of interest in the 
ATTC matter, he would review that 
case personally to ensure that a fair 
and reasoned decision was made,” 
Everett said. 

“Normally, this decision would 
be made by the Army operational 
commands, but due to the signifi- 
cance placed on the ATTC issue the 
Secretary will be directly involved. 

“I am confident that the Army 
Secretary knows how important the 
ATTIC is to the mission of Ft. Ruck- 
er and he also realizes that I am not 
going to let go of this issue. I will 
continue to work with Senators 
Howell Heflin and Richard Shelby 
and the Friends of Ft. Rucker on the 
most effective steps to take to keep 
the ATTC at Ft. Rucker.” 

Pointing out the common sense 
and cost effectiveness of retaining 
the ATTC at Ft. Rucker, Congress- 
man Everett emphasized the follow- 
ing points: 

« The vast pool of pilots and air- 
craft from Ft. Rucker’s training pro- 
gram allows the ATTC to meet any 
testing demand without additional 
cost. 

+ The large maintenance, logistics 
and supply facility at Ft. Rucker ena- 
bles the ATTC to keep aircraft flying 
consistently and inexpensively. (If 
moved to Yuma, the ATTC would 
have to rebuild this requirement. The 
parts inventory alone would cost 
$1.6 million.) 

* The ATTC move to Yuma 
would also leave aircraft exposed to 
the harsh desert climate for possibly 
a year or more as they wait for $10 
million hangers and maintenance fa- 
cilities to be constructed, if funding 


is approved. 

¢ Ft. Rucker workforce (engineers 
and maintenance technicians) are 
skilled, dedicated and many already 
have voiced their unwillingness to 
relocate. 

* Of the 97 tests conducted by the 
ATTC in 1993, only 2 required the 
Yuma range. 

«In conjunction with Eglin Air 
Force Base, Florida ranges, Ft 
Rucker can perform the vast majori- 
ty of ATTC’s testing requirements. 

In a related matter, Congressman 
Everett also asked Navy Secretary 
John Dalton for a detailed explana- 
tion on why his service branch is op- 
posed to the Joint Service Working 
Groups’ recommendation that all 
military basic helicopter training be 
consolidated at Ft. Rucker. 

“Secretary Dalton told me that he 
would provide my office with a writ- 
ten response as soon as possible,” 
Everett added. 

“There is no question in my mind, 
and that of many others, that the 
Army provides the best rotary wing 
pilot training in the world. The 
Army is certainly capable of training 
Naval aviators as well as it trains 
Army and Air Force aviators for ro- 
tary wing proficiency,” Everett told 
Dalton. 

In addition to the Joint Cross Ser- 
vice Working Groups. key military 
decision makers have gone on record 
in support of the idea of basic heli- 
copter training consolidation, includ- 
ing former chairman of the House 
Armed Service Committee and Sec- 
retary of Defense Les Aspin, and 
former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff General Colin Powell, Ever- 
ett noted in today’s hearing.
